William M. Holland, 35 years old, was 
beaten down with a hammer, a wrench 
or some heavy object as he sat Friday 
morning in a swivel chair before a roll- 
top desk in his wall paper shop at 1420 
North King’s highway. His skul: was 
fractured both sides, and his nose. 
and one finger were broken. H>? is at 
the city hospital, and is net expected to 
recover. 

At noon, an hour after Holland was 
found, half conscious, 
from beneath the overturned chair, po- 
licemen took Henry F. Meyer, who until 
Thursday was Holland’s partner, to the 
Deer Street Station. He said he had not 
seen Holland during the morning, though 
he had talked with him by telephone. A 


negro, known as Mose, confirmed his 
Statement about the telephone conver- 
sation. Although there was no evidence 
connecting Meyer with the matter, he 
was asked to remain at the station for a 
time. : 

Henry Schlobohm Jr. of 2621 Shenan- 
doah avenue, another former partner of 
Holland, was later taken by special of- 
fitérs to the Deer Street Station. He 
refused, when first questioned by them, 
to tell of his movements during the 
morning. W. P. Whitman, who was in 
business with Schlobohm and Holland, 
told policemen that, at the time of the 
dissolution of their business relations, 
Schlobohm and Holland had a violent 
disagreement, and that Schlobohm then 
and afterward made threats. 

Whitman said he called at Holland’s 
shop Thursday evening to borrow Hol- 
land's horse and wagon, and found 
Schiobohm there. He was told that 
Schlabohm wished Holland to sign a rec- 
ommendation for him, for a job he de- 
sired to get, and that Holland and Whit- 
man both signed it. 

Holland was formerly in partnership 
with W. P. Whitman at 723 North Van- 
deventer._ avenue. This partnership was 
dissolved about two months ago, soon 
after the removal of the King’s highway 
shop, according to the landlord, Henry 
Ascher, who lives above the store. 


Meyer Pat in 8150. 

Meyer became Holland's partner after 
Holland had attracted considerable at- 
tention by a want ad in the Post-Dis- 
patch, asking for someone who would 
put $200 into the business and be content 
to draw $20 a week. Meyer put $150 into 
the business, according to Ascher's un- 
derstanding of the matter, and he and 
Holland also had.a shop at 1140 Walton 
avenue. 

Thursday, according to Ascher, the 
partners agreed to divide the business 
and separate. Meyer, it was agreed, 
should have the Walton avenue store 
and the horse and buggy, and Holland 
should keep the King's highway place. 

Holland lives at 926A North King’s 
highway, with his wife and 12-year-old 
son. Meyer lives at 4269 Kennerly ave 
nue,

Talked With Landlord. 

The only persons found who saw Hol- 
land after 10 a. m, were the landlord, 
Ascher, and his wife. Ascher said he 
Saw Holland and Mrs. Ascher in con- 
versation on the sidewalk, then saw 
him return to the store. 

At Il a. m. Mark P. Hawley of 5087 
Ridge avenue, passing the _ store, 
‘chanced to look in, and saw a pros- 
trate form moving feebly on the floor. 
He called a letter carrier, and Samuel 
Burke, proprietor of an adjacent shop, 
Summoned a policeman. They found 
Holland barely conscious, and able only 
to mutter his name. 

The rear door of the shop was open, 
but there was nothing to indicate who 
Had been last inside with Holland. 

At 11:15 a. m. Meyer and the negro, 
Mose, appeared. Meyer showed surprise 
at the news of injury inflicted on his 
former partner, and said he had been 
talking with him by telephone at 10:20. 

“I told him I was coming over to get 
the horse and wagon,” he said, “and he 
said they would be ready for me. Our 
agreement for the dissolution of the 
Partnership was an amicable one.” 

Double Skull Fracture. 

Dr. Howard Lindsay gave the first 
treatment. At the hospital it.was found 
there was a fracture on each side of the 
skull, above the ears, a probable frac-- 
@ure at the base of the skull and a 
Broken nose ahd finger. It was believed 
he had little chance to recover. His 
wite was eummoned to the hospital.

ENGLAND REJECTS 
BIDS OF AMERICAN 
PACKERS ON TRIAL 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 15.—The British Gov- 


ernment has decided to exclude the 
American meat packers against whom 
prosecutions have been instituted in the 
United States from tendering bids for 
contracts for the supply of meat to the 
British army and navy, pending the set- 
tlement of the suits. 

The decision of the Government is due 
to the opposition of labor and advanced 





radical members of Parliament to the 


American trusts. 

The contracts given out by the War 
Office, which had hitherto been obtained 
by American firms, are now expected to 
go to Argentina meat packers. 

It was explained by officials of the 
War Office that the Government ac- 
tion was in accordance with its regular 
policy. In case any company with which 
the English Government dealt became, 
involved in serious litigation, the Gov- 
ernment immediately refrained from giv- 
ing it a contract. British firms received 
the same treatment under the same cir- 
cumstances.

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—J. Ogden Armour, 
president of Armour & Co., under in- 
dictment for alleged violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act, admitted today 
that the Armour company had been 
notified that its bids for British army 
contracts would not be accepted pend- 
ing the settlement of suits by the Unit- 
ed States.

William Turner, a negro preacher, was 
hanged in the opera house here for in- 
citing a race riot in which Jesse Sing- 
ley, a@ prominent planter, was shot to 
death. The Sheriff had planned to hang 
the negro in the jail yard, but the weath- 
er was disagreeable, so he decided to 
hang him in the opera house so that the 
relatives of the murdered man. who 
wished to see the hanging, would not 
have to stand imthe rain. 

Before the trap was sprung the negro 
confessed that he incited the riot and 
that he fired the shot which killed Sing- 
ley. He warned the members of his race 
to let whisky alone and to be advised 
by the whites. 

In the boxes and front seats of the 
opera house were many relatives and 
friends of the murdefed man. Three of 
the negro’s sons are in jail awaiting 
trial for the same crime for which their 
father was hanged. They were sent to 
Atlanta, as they would have been 
lynched if kept here.

Former Supreme Judge Asserts ae 


Jury Should Return Own Verdict 


Several former Circuit Judges, includ- 
ing Judges Ryan, Sale, Reynolds and 
vachritz, in statements published tn the 
last two days in the Post-Dispatch and 
other St. Louls papers, have said that 
the jurors were in the Wrong and were 
liable to punishment. But another emi- 
nent St. Louls lawyer, who has been 
a judge in the Circuit Court, the St.

FISHER SUES FOR CHILD 


Declares Wife Permits Play. 
mates to Beat Her and Insane 
Uncle Is Unfit Companion. 


Nathan Fisher, according to his testi- 
mony in the Circuit Court Friday, drank 
ONE bottle of beer on the fourth anni- 
versary of hig marriage to Anna Pearl 
Fisher, from whom he had separated. 

On the next morning, he testified, he 
had ONE headache and felt so blue that 


he sat down and wrote a 10-page letter 
to his $-year-old daughter, Pearl Lucille, 
who was in custody of the mother. 

This letter. was introduced in evidence 
before Judge Homer on Fisher’s motion 
to set aside the previous order giving 
custody of the little girl to Mrs. Fish- 
er. In an effort to show that Fisher 
was not qualified to care for the child, 
Mrs. Fisher's attorney, Vincent Mc- 
Shane, had the letter read, He tried to 
show that it indicated that Fisher had 
been intoxicated. 

In the letter Fisher told his 3-year-old 
daughter that he was drinking, and that 
he was “going to the dogs.”’ 

Explaining the letter, Fisher said he 
addressed it to the child, but hoped that 
it would be read by his wife, and bring 
about a reconciliation. 

‘He had not been drinking, he said, but 
he wanted his wife to get the impres- 
sion that -in order to reform him it 
would be necessary for her take him 
back. 

In support of his plea that custody 
of the child be awarded to him he said 
he was insulted when he called at his 
wife's house to visit the little girl. 

After he left the stand he told re- 
porters that when he would go to his 
wife’s home someone would come to the 
door. Someone back in the ha)l would 
ask: ‘‘Who’s therd?”’ The reply would 
be: “Oh, nobody,’ and the door would 
be slammed. He also said his wife's 
family referred to him ag “it.” 

As Mrs. Fisher was preparing to #0 
into court and fight for continued cus- 
tody of her daughter, news reached 
St. Louls that Mrs. Fisher’s brother, 
Harry Scammel, had been found in San 
Francisco, whither he fled from St. 
Louis after kidnaping his 5-year-old son, 
Lindsey, from his wife’s home at 3962 
Lindell boulevard. 

Mrs. Fisher’s husband, Nathan W. 
Fisher, once abducted Pearl Lucille, but 
the mother regained possession of the 
child through a habeas corpus writ. 

Fisher Sues for Child. 

Mrs. Fisher is suing for a divorce.’ 
She lives w'th her mother, Mrs. Fannie 
Scammel, at 4157 Morgan street. Figher 
has filed a cross bill. 

Two mo*ions ‘n the casé were on the 
docket in Judge Homer’s court Monday. 
One was filed by the husband, who 
asks that custody of the little girl be 
restored to him. 

Under the terms of a court order he 
was to be permitted to visit the child 
twice a week. He alleges that he has 
been insulted each time he went to the 
Scamme! home to see Pearl Lucille. 

He alleges that the little girl is forced 
to play with an older child who domi- 
nates her and beats her. He also sets 
forth that his wife has an insane brother 
who lives at the Scammel home and 
that this brother is not a fit companion 
for his chid. 

The other motion to be heard was 
filed by the wife. In it she asks the 
Court to force her husband to pay the 
$5 a week alimony which was awarded 
to her pending the trial of the divorce 
suit. She alleges that this has never 
been paid, though Fisher is an insurance 
agent with a good income.

She received this information, she 
says, from her husband's brother, Sam 
Scammell, who is a Pullman conductur 
on a train running between St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 

Conductor Scammell told Mrs. Scam- 
mel and her mother, Mrs. May Hat- 
field, that on the night of the abdu-- 
tion, Harry Scammel and the boy 
boarded his train at Union Station. 

When he learned that Scammell was 
running away with the boy, he says, 
he pleaded with him to return home. 


The conductor says that all the way to]. 


Kansas City he continued to beg his 
brother to bring the child back to its 
mother. 


Writes to Brother, 

When Scamme! left the train at Kan- 
sas City he did not tell his brother 
where he was going. 

A few days ago Samuel received a 
letter from Harry in which he said that 
he and the boy were in San Francisco 
and that he had obtained a good job 
there.

Sheriff Bechler and Prosecutor Miller 
said they had another important move 
under consideration, and there might be 
some kind of action Friday. They would 
not say what it was. 

When Mrs. Hunning was asked about 
ths arrest by a.reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch Thursday night, she laughed 
and said she Knew Seidel was innocent. 
When pressed for the reason for this 
certainty she refused to give it. 

Young Man Arrested. 

Seidel was at his home alone when 
Sheriff Bechler and Prosecutor Miller 
appeared and told him they wanted him. 
The officials had just come from the 
neighboring farm of Conrad Reuter, 
where Mrs. Hunning is staying. Seidel’s 
father, Wentzel Seidel, was also at the 
Reuter farm when the young man was 
taken. 

Seidel expressed great surprise when 
he was placed under arrest. He asked 
permission to telephone his father. It 
was granted and the elder Sefde] broke 
the news to Mrs. Hunning. 

“He did not do it!” she exclaimed, “I 
know he did not do it! They can’t ar- 
rest him for I know he didn’t do it!” 

About all that is known pub. 
licly of Seidel’s connection wit 
the affair is that he was at 
the Hunning farm on the afternoon 
before the murder and that he left there 
eat 5:30 o’clock after eating supper with 
Mr. and Mrs. Hunning. The day after 
the murder Mrs. Hunning told a re- 
porter for the Post-Disputch that Seide!

oughly capable of protecting the busi- HH a 
ness interests of the country of which 
Barnes “said so much.in his as yet un- 
repudiated formal statement. 

Whatever effect these tactics may 
have on the party leaders throughout 
the country; it is said the result in this 
State is likely temporarily to be disas- 
trous, as it is sure to bring about a 
fight. This the Taft supporters do, not 
want if it can be avoided, and if Barnes 
is going to talk fight and assume a 
belig@rent attitude, they want to get rid 
of him. 

Sherman’s Name Brought Up. 

In connection with the discussion of 
Barnes repudiated interview, the name 
of Vice-President “Sunny Jim’’ Sherman 
was brought out. Vague rumors cred- 
ited the old guard with the intentfon of 
putting Sherman up for Governor rext 
vear, just as a lesson to those who, 
with Roosevelt, were instrumental in 
defeating Sherman for the temporary 
chairmanship of the State convention of 
1909. In a good many quarters the talk 
at just this time of Sherman, who is an 
ardent stand-patter, is regarded as sig- 
nificant. 

Former President Roosevelt is back in 
town after a remarkable reception in 
Boston and finds himself again in the 
center of a political cyclone. Upon his 
arrival in New York Col. Roosevelt was 
greeted by several reporters who 
promptly asked him regarding the al- 
leged. interview with Barnes. 

“Do you wish to be ae dictator?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘I’m coming in like a dictator,’’ he 
replied, motioning to the porter who 
was carrying his bag and to the taxi- 
eab driver who stood waiting to carry 
him to the Union League Club. 

Again referring to the alleged Barnes 
statement, a reporter asked the former 

1 President if he stood by a speech he 
made at the Republican State Conven- 
tion in 1909, saying: 

“Tt has been openly said by our op- 
ponents that they do not believe in 
a pure Democracy. I do. I take issue 
fair and square on that point.’’ 

“Did you ever know me to back 
water,’ he replied as he entered his

Take Roosevelt at. Word. 
Col. Roosevelt has nearly 1000 letters 


to answer today and a large number 
of visitors to receive in the next three 
days. 

After talking with Col. Roosevelt those 
who met him today say they are con- 
vinced that he is absolutely sincere in 
his wish that he shall not be called 
upon to take any part in the coming 
national campaign. His friends under- 
stand that he believes conditions have 
arisen that create a burden that he 
thinks is none. of his making and that 
he should not be asked to carry. 

Upon one important subject the Roose- 
velt boomers can rest assured. Many 
of them have expressed the fear that 
the Colonel, at -the .last.moment, will 
come out with some definite, signed 
statement, absolutely refusing to accept 
a renomination if it is put upon him by 
the Republican convention. It can be 
stated positively, that in response to 
questions as to whether he will make 
such a statement, Col. Hoosevelt has 
said to several recent visitors: 

“All I can say is, in the words of 
Abraham Lincoln, that this is a bridge 
that I cannot be justly asked to cross 
until I come to it.’”’ 

Many of Col. Roosevelt’s closest 
friends declare that this will be his last 
word upon the subject of a possible 
nomination. The pressure being brough: 
upon the formér President to abide by 
this, and let matters take their course, 
is severe, and he ig inclined to let the 
subject rest with the statement that he 
is not a candidate. 

Chairman Barnes expressed himself a. 
entirely satisfied with his work here, 
and with the impression created by the 
publication of an-interview which he re- 
pudiated. The State Chairman had noth- 
ing to say for publication on the point, 
but his friends were left-in no doubt. 
as to the significance of what occurred 
on Wednesday. 


Reopening of State War. 
Very generally Barnes’ utterances, re- 


pudjated and otherwise, are looked upon 
as the reopening of the war between 
the progressive and old guard elements 
in the party in this State, intentionally 
brought about at this time with a view 
to influencing the presidential cam- 
paign. Republicans generally accepted 
the expressed views as those of the 
State Chairman. That this was what 
Barnes wanted was indicated clearly 
by the statement he mace privately, 
that he was satisfied with the result of 
what had occurred. Members of the old 
guard wing of the party who saw him 
while here, left his presence, also in 
good’ humor. 

Samuel Koenig, Republican County 
Chairman, saw Barnes, and the impres- 
sion he left with Koenig may be judged 
from the letter’s statement:

LONDON, Dec. 15.—A rumor thet 


King George had been assassinated in 
the royal camp at Delhi was circulated 
broadcast in London this morning, anc 
created tremendous excitement yon the 
streets. 

Officials insisted that the rumor was 


without foundation, and declared that !t 
probably arose through sensational re- 
ports of a slight fire last night-in a 
tent adjoining that of the King. A tent 
belonging to Earl Crewe’s secretary 
burned, and the Earl’s tent was pulled 
down to prevent the fire from spread- 
ing. 

The rumor spread rapidly through 
London. Nobody knew where it origi- 
nated. 

The excitement was only allayed when 
a dispatch from Delhi, timed midday, 
was received, announcing the carrying 
out of the royal program, and not men- 
tioning any untoward incident. 

The reports of fires in the Delhi Dur- 
bar camp had been so greatly exag- 
gerated, and the disaffection among a 
small section of the Indian natives, haa 
been. brought. so. prominently to public 
notice in the newspapers recently, that 
Britons were prepared for almost any- 
thing that might happen during the so- 
journ of the King-Emperor in India.

DESPOT. SUCH AS 
KAISER BEST RULER 
DECLARES EDISON 


Inventor Believes Government 
Should Be Benevolent, How- 
ever, and Favors Co-operation. 


THINKS COMPETITION BAD 


Unless Business Men Work To- 
gether Weak Ones Will Be 
Destroyed, He Says. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—I am some- 


what inclined to think that the best 
government in the world is that of a 
benevolent despot of great mental ca- 
pacity, of which Emperor William of 
Germany is a type. But as benevolent 
despots are rarely found more than 
once in two or three centuries, we can- 
not turn to that form of government to 


secure the liberty of life and the liberty 
to do business and develop. business 
which we might find if we could be safe 
in getting a benevolent despot in power 
on every occasion.”’ 

So says Thomas A. Edison in an in- 
terview in the Manufacturers’ Record, 
in which he discusses the question of 
co-operation in business as against 
competition. It was during Edison’s 


jrecent trip in Germany that he became 


convinced that Emperor William is 
seeking to conquer the world by com- 
merce rather than by armies, and is 
concentrating the energy of his life 
upon the broadest prosperity and ex- 
pansion of his country. 

Germany an Example. 

The marvellous development of Ger- 
many is, to Edison, an illustration of 
wat such a ruler can do for a nation, 
as a great financial and industrial up- 
builder. In the-discussion of -co-opera- 
tion and competition, Edison says the 
latter means death to the weaker. Co- 
operation means life. 

‘Instead, therefore, of trying to com- 
pel competition by the Sherman law or 
any other-legal process,’’ he says, ‘‘we 
must find a way, if we are to save our- 
selves, to develop co-operation.” 

Edison suggests as one step in this di- 
rection that no one should be allowed 
to sell the products of his factory at 
less than cost, plus the legal rate of 
interest on the investment, as this 
would prevent price-cutting in carrying 
on commercial warfare. 

Suggests Central Bureau. 
He suggests that a way may be found 
by -which all of the manufacturers of 
the same character of goods in well- 
defined zones or sections will be per- 
mitted, or even compelled, to co-operate 
to the extent of a central bureau know- 
ing the exact cost of production in each 
plant, and that it should be made Ille- 
gal for any one of these manufactur- 
ers to sell at less than the average 
cost of production for all in the group, 
plus a fair rate of interest on the cap- 
ital invested. 
He says that unless we adopt as a 
starting point to any new legislation on 
business matters the fundamental idea 
of compelling business men to co-oper 
ate, instead of seeking to force them by 
law into destructive competition, we 
shall rapidly hasten the time when the 
weak shall be destroyed and the strong 
with unbridled pdwer, shall domi- 
nate the business of the country.

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HISTORY SIMPLIFIED. 

The explanation of how 42 Moros were killed 
in the Philippines this week has been made by 
Associated Press cablegrams in a way which 
‘leaves nothing to. doubt as it shows that nothing 
was left to chance. 

The “American military authorities” ordered 
the entire Moro population of Mindanao and 
Jolo to give up their arms. Most of them sur- 
rendered this most cherished part of their prop- 
erty peaceably. Those who did not became 
outlaws. In putting down outlawry a “series 
of sharp engagements” was necessary. When 
42 of the outlaws were surrounded, the engage- 
ment was sharp enough to kill them without 
American loss. 

In controlling the country of another people 
against their will as a colonial possession, it 
is necessary to kill those who do not submit 
peaceably. They cannot be considered patriots. 
They become brigands and outlaws with ho bel- 
ligerent rights. They are surrounded and shot 
as wolves are shot in the jungle. It must be 
done to “maintain authority.” 

At the Boston banquet when he first consid- 
ered this program for the Philippines, it is said 
that President McKinley wept as he confronted 
the idea of the necessary cost in human life of 
“benevolently assimilating” those who object to 
assimilation. His tears were reported by tele- 
graph with his speech.. Now, instead of the Mc- 
Kinley tears, we have the Taft smile. But the 
history of colonia] contro! continues to be made 
in the same way, because there is no other way 
to make it.

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LAW AND LIBERTY 

Assuming that the School Board has the power 
to exclude children from the public schools who 
are not vaccinated, we do not believe that the 
readoption of the compulsory vaccination rule at 
this time, when no emergency exists, is wise.’ 
The only justification for the exercise of the; 
power arbitrarily to exclude children from the 
public schools, unless they submit to an operation 
or conform to certain medical practices, regard- 
less of the convictions or wishes of their parents, 
is the public safety. 

No justification of this kind now exists. It 
cannot be said that St. Louis is threatened with 
an epidemic of smallpox, because there is no 
smallpox in the city. It cannot be said that 
healthy children menace the health of others and 
the public safety. If any rule is to be enforced 
it should be enforted against the unhealthy, not 
the healthy. 

There is a wide difference of opinion with re- 
gard to the efficacy and safety of vaccination. 
Tne great body of eminent authorities who fa- 
vor it as efficacious is opposed by another great 
body of eminent authorities who hold that it is 
useless or dangerous or both. Thousands of peo- 
ple oppose it from conviction on religious or 
medical grounds. Many fear its effect on health. 
They are afraid that it may cause death or dis- 
ease through the tainting of the blood with 
vicious germs. That there is an element of dan- 
ger and that these fears are not groundless, is 
admitted by physicians and scientists who be- 
lieve in the efficacy of vaccination. The vacci- 
nation wound is in itself a source of danger, 
especially to poer children with ignorant parents 
or living in unsanitary conditions. Some vac- 
cine is impure. Dr. Stewart, the supervisor of 
vaccination here, says that children whose phys- 
ical condition is bad should not be vaccinated. 

Why endanger the life or health of children 
without pressing necessity? It is not a light 
thing to impose conditions on public schoo] at- 
tendance which are repugnant to the convictions 
of parents and thus deprive them and their chil- 
dren of the benefits of the public school system. 
In the case of the poor, their children must attend 
public schools under the compulsory school law. 
They are thus unnecessarily forced to an alter- 
native which causes them great distress and 
anxiety. Their convictions and their children 
are as dear to them ag to the well-to-do who 
have the privilege of choosing for themselves. 

The principle of persona] liberty is involved in 
this as in the attempt to enforce medical] law 
against all those who attempt to heal without the 
diplomas and licenses of regular physicians and 
surgeons, regardless of the honesty of their pro- 
fessions and’ practices and of the convictions of 
those whom they serve. The State should pro- 
tect the people from fraud and deceit. It should 
enforce reasonable sanitary and precautionary 
measures. It should prohibit false pretenses. In 
short, as the Post-Dispatch has remarked, it 
should ‘require that the professions of the healer 
should be as honest as the label on the bottle. 
But the State cannot rightfully force those who 
do not believe in drugs to take them or go to 
physicians who prescribe them. It cannot for- 
bid people to depend on faith and prayer, to seek 
the aid of their religious teachers and leaders or 
to pay them for their service. It is impossible 
to put the ban of law on a religious denomina- 
tion and keep its teachers and healers in jail 
for exercising their faith in righteousness and 
spiritual understanding as a healing power.. 

We do not want to revive religious persecu- 
tion or set up in place of a union of church and 
State a union of medical authority and the 
State. Medical opinion must justify itself in 
the public confidence. It is an abuse of power 
to enforce its claims by law. 

St. Louis overwhelmingly sustained the prin- 
ciple of personal liberty applied to the liquor 
question. We cannot consistently sustain it in 
one issue and ignore or violate in others. If it 
is to prevail as an effectual American principle 
it must be respected and sustained at all points. 
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War has been declared between the major 
leagues. China, Tripoli and Teheran must now 
be content with inside pages. 





HOW COMPETITION REGULATES. 
Attorney L. D. Brandeis of Boston reminds the 
Senate Commerce Committee that all trust evils 
have by no means been provided for when a curb 
has been devised for trust extortion in prices. 
Even though the industrial rate-regulation board 
demanded by Big Business should solve the prob- 


lem of the high cost of living, other grave prob-]|' 


lems resulting from monopoly would remain. 

One of these problems is that of maintenance 
of quality of output. When one producer com- 
mands the market for an article, what is to take 
the place, of competition in forcing him to keep 
up, to say nothing of improving, the grade of the 
article? Mr. Brandeis showed that the railroad 
accidents resulting from inferlor and defective¢ 
rails number 249 so far this year. In 1902, just 
after the formation of the Steel Trust, they num- 
bered only 72. 

Significance attaches to these figures. He might 
have cited the embalmed beef and other inferter 
products of the Beef Trust, the blended and doc- 
tored whisky of the Whisky Trust, the deteriora- 
tion in other products that have followed swiftly 
when a combine has obtained control of their out- 
put. The pure food laws will deal with actual 
adulterants in articles intended for human con- 
sumption, but there are multitudinous conditions 
affecting quality of industrial output with which 
these laws cannot deal. 

A most serious problem is that of trust op- 
pression of industrial workers. The Steel Trusts 
policies toward its workers are a matter of offi- 
cial record. “The Jungle” showed us the Beef 
Trust’s policies toward its employes. Legitimate 
and desirable forms of organization that promote 
the improvement of labor conditions have no 
more bitter enemies than the trust magnates, who 
approve.of combination only when it serves their 
own interests. 
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It’s all very well for Dr. Wiley to deprive us 
of our whiskers on sanitary grounds. But this 
attack on mince pie, right before Christmas, is 
too much. ‘

DRIVERS TO VOTE ON 
SYMPATHETIC STRIKE 


Employes of Columbia Transfer 
Co. Will Meet to Decide on 
Action Tonight. 


At a meeting of the St. Louis local 
Truckdrivers’ Union Friday night at 
T. A. M. Hall, Sixth and Market streets, 
an effort will be made to get 150 team- 


sters employed by the Columbia Trans- 
fer Co. to strike in sympathy with the 
taxicab chauffeurs, who struck Wednes- 
day of last week. The Columbia Taxi- 
cab Co. and the Columbia Transfer Co. 
are jointly owned. 

L. T. McArthur, of Chicago, general 
organizer of the Internationa! Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stable- 
men and Helpers, who brought about the 
St. Louis strike, denied that there were 
any union chauffeurs on;the taximabs 
sent out Thursday by the St. Louis and 
Columbia Taxicab companies. 

The striking chauffeurs, McArthur 
said, demanded recognition of their 
union, increased pay and shorter hours. 
They worked 12 hours for $2 a day, with 
25 cents an hour overtime. 
asking $2 a day for 10 hours, or $2.50 for 
12 hours, with 35 cents an hour overtime. 
They also. demand that chauffeurs be 
not compelled to pay for repairs unless 
they are made necessary through care- 
lessness.
